1 . Claim 6 is allowed. 

2. Claims 2, 3, 14 and 15 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form Including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

3. Claims 1 , 4, 5, 1 3, 1 6 and 1 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being 
anticipated by either of the patents to Yoshikama (U.S. P. 4,367,1 10; see Fig. 5) or Ohta 
et al (U.S.P. 4,396,448; see Fig. 7, press plate bas 30 and coating 31). The manner in 
which the impressions are applied is not dispositive of the issue of the patentability of 
article claims 1, 4, 5, 13, 16 and 17.
